WE  thank  you,  fir,  for  your  faith- 
ful and  detailed  expofure  of  the  exit- 
ing fituation  of  our  country  ;  and  we 
fincereJy  join  in  fentiments  of  grati- 
tude to  an  overruling  providence,  for 
the  diltinguiflied  lhare  of  public  prof- 
perity,  and  private  happinefs,  which 
the  people  of  the  Onited  States  to  pe- 
culiarly enjoy. 

V\  e  are  fully  fenfible  of  the  advan- 
tages that  have  refuked  from  the  a- 
doption  of  mealures  (which  you  have 
fuccefsfully  cat  i  led  into  effect )  to  pre- 
fei  ve  peace,  cultivate  friend  (hip,  and 
promote  civilization  amonglt  the  Indi- 
an tribes,  on  the  wellem  frontiers  ;  — 
feelings  of  humanity,  and  the  molt  fo- 
lk] political  irttereits,  equally  encou- 
rage tht  continuance  ol  this  fyllein. 

We  obi'erve  with  pleafure,  that  the 
delivery  of  the  military  polls,  lately 
occupied  by  the  Britifll  forces,  within 
the  territory  of  the  United  .States,  was 
made  with  cordiality  and  prompti- 
tude, as  foon  as  circumftances  would 
admit  ;  and  that  the  other  provilions 
of  our  treaties  with  Great  Britain  and 
Spain,  that  were  objects  of  eventual 
arrangements,  are  about  being  carried 
into  effect,  with  entire  harmony  and 
gjod  faith.

A  national  univetfity  may  be  convert- 
ed to  the  moll  ufeful  purpofes.  The 
ffience  of  legillation,  being  fo  eflenti- 
ally  dependent  on  the  endowment  of 
the  mind,  the  public  huerelts  mull  re- 
ceive effectual  aid  from  the  general 
difftifion  of  knowledge  ;  an«l  the  U- 
nited  States  will  all'ume  a  more  digni- 
fied Ration  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth,  by  the  fwecefsful  cultivation  of 
the  higher  branches  of  literature. 

A  military  academy  may  be  like- 
wife  rendered  equally  important.  To 
aid  and  direct  the  phv  f;cal  force  of  the 
nation,  by  cherilhing  a  military  ("pint, 
enforcing  a  proper  fenfe  of  difcipline, 
and  inculcating  a  fcieiitific  fyllem  of 
tactics,  is  conlbnant  to  the  fotmdeil 
maxims  of  public  policy  :  connected
